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FOREWORD 


Every year, at least half of our national palay production, 
easily worth more than three hundred million pesos, passes 
through the trade channels. Conoidering that palay of the high 
variety commands a better price than the low, a m re ten per¬ 
cent error in the classification of this palay as it changes hands 
in the trading process can result in tremendous financial loss 
to either the farmer or the trader. It is vital, therefore, for 
any person engaged in the rice trade to know the right variety 
of the palav he handles. 

There are many varieties of palay grown in the Philippines. 
The classification of these varieties is recognized to be a prob¬ 
lem which is aggravated by the fact that several of these 
varieties are known under varied names in different regions. 
Because of this, the need for a manual on classification of palay 
has long been felt even by experienced men in the rice business. 

This handbook attempts to answer that need. It presents 
the most important varieties of palay grown in different parts 
of the country and distinguishes these varieties from one 
another on the bases of discernible physical characteristics of 
the grain such as size, shape and color. 

Prepared by the NARIC Testing and Classification Labora¬ 
tory, this handbook aims to help NARIC personnel in identifying 
varieties of palay offered to the NARIC for sale, and to aid 
farmers, millers and traders who, in the course of their busi¬ 
ness, may find it equally useful.

INTRODUCTION 


The importance of proper classification of palay offered to 
NARIC for sale cannot be over-emphasized. NARIC personnel 
charged with the duty- of classifying palay that NARIC buys 
should follow carefully the prescribed classification procedures 
and standards so that— 

1. the correct price may be paid for the palay, in accordance 
with the price levels set for the different varieties by 
NARIC, and 

2. the commingling of different varieties will be avoided. 

It has been the experience of the NARIC that palay of dif¬ 
ferent varieties are sometimes considered the same and sub¬ 
sequently mixed jn the process of milling. This is financially 
disadvantageous to the Corporation because mixed palay with 
its varying sizes of grain has a low milling recovery. 

Mixture of varieties in the handling of palay usually happens 
when the differences in the varieties are not easily perceptible 
and the classifier is careless or incapable of distinguishing such 
differences. 

As a handy guide to the classifiers, what will follow are pic¬ 
tures and descriptions of most of the standard varieties of 
Philippine palay which NARIC has been buying. 

These standard varieties ar» divided into three general group- 
types, with the length of the grain as the main basis. They are: 

1. Long grain varieties. 

2. Medium grain varieties. 

3. Short grain varieties.
